ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1972 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  ended  31  December  1972. 

The  population  at  mid-year  1972  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
40,250  compared  with  39*870  at  mid-year  1971 ° There  were  674  live  births 
of  which  18  (3%)  were  illegi timateQ  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  is  l6o5 
per  thousand  population  which  is  a reduction  of  5%  on  1971o  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  l408  per  thousand  which  is  8%  lower  than  in  1971°  There 
were  7 still-births,  an  increase  of  2,  but  the  still-birth  rate  of  10  per 
thousand  total  live  and  still-births  is  below  the  rate  of  12  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  366  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  9°9  per 
thousand  population  which  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  12ol  for 
England  and  Wales0  Almost  half  the  deaths  occurred  at  age  75  years  or  over. 

There  were  6 deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  giving  an  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  9 per  thousand  live  births,  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  17° 

There  were  13  deaths  from  lung  cancer  compared  with  17  in  1971  and  12  in 
1970°  There  were  93  deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  compared  with  91 
in  1971  and  70  in  1970° 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease®  Although  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  cases,  these  were  still  below  the 
average  of  recent  years®  There  were  4^\iew  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  . 
and^l^nan=puln«jn>aryv:,  In  1971  there  were  6 new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  no  new  cases  of  the  non-pulmonary,  form® 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  the  end  of  the  Smoke  Control  Programme  for 
the  Urban  District  is  now  in  sight®  Confirmation  of  Smoke  Control  Order 
No. 10  has  been  received  and  when  this  becomes  operative  in  July  1974,  the 
whole  district  will  be  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  a significant 
contribution  will  have  been  achieved  in  overcoming  one  of  the  major 
environmental  health  hazards  affecting  this  area. 

The  Bramhall  Health  Centre,  built  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  at  an 
inclusive  cost  of  approximately  £100,000,  was  opened  on  11  December  1972® 
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The  modern  well  equipped  accommodation  includes  six  general  practitioner 
suites  and  a local  health  authority  suitec  There  is  a full  attachment  of 
local  authority  community  nurses  to  the  seven  family  doctors  who  practise 
at  the  centre  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  improved  facilities  and  shared 
accommodation  have  helped  to  produce  an  integrated  group  of  family  doctors 
and  community  nurses0  Patients  now  have  to  visit  only  one  building  for 
either  family  doctor  or  clinic  services. 

As  from  1 April  1973?  the  Family  Planning  Service  previously  provided  in 
Cheshire  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  has  been  provided  as  a direct 
service  by  the  County  Health  Committee0  The  valuable  part  played  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association  in  the  past  is  acknowledged,.  Happily  the 
professional  staff  and  lay  workers  in  the  clinics  in  this  area  have  agreed 
to  continue  their  service,.  At  all  County  Family  Planning  clinics  advice  is 
given  free  but  a charge  is  made  for  supplies,. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  are  given  in  appropriate  sections  of  this  Report,, 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  confidence,,  I should  like  to  thank  Mr  Tiplady,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty,,  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to  colleagues 
in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times „

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Withington  Hospital* 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  (Cheshire 
County  Council)  and  administered  from  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional 
Health  Office: 

Ambulance  facilities:  A 24-hour  ambulance  service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  Stockport  Corporation  on  an  agency  basis*  In  addition, 
sitting  case  ambulances  are  available* 

Nursing  in  the  Home:  There  are  in  the  area  five  District  Nurses  who 
undertake  general  nursing,  two  district  nurse/midwives  and  four  County 
midwives*  All  nursing  staff  are  attached  to  general  medical 
practitioners* 

Health  Visitors:  There  are  six  Health  Visitors  who  work  in  the  area* 


Child  Health  Centres: 

Sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Clinic,  253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove  and  at  the 
Health  Centre  at  Bramhall,  and  fortnightly  at  the  Brookdale  Social  Club,  Bridge 
Lane,  Bramhall * Children  now  attend  for  paediatric  development  examination  by 
medical  officers  and  health  visitors  (by  appointment  only)  at  ages  6 weeks, 

6 months,  9 months,  2 years  and  3 years* 

Dental  Clinic: 

A Dental  Surgeon  attends  the  Clinic  at  253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove  and  at 
Bramhall  Health  Centre* 

Specialist  Clinics: 

The  following  Specialist  Clinics  are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  the 
Clinic,  253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove  and  at  the  Bramhall  Health  Centre*

In  addition, there  is  an  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  and  an  Older  People " s

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles  Protection: 

A special  Clinic  is  held  for  this  purpose  once  a month  at  the  Clinic,  253 
London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  and  there  are  special  arrangements  for  immunisation 
at  the  Health  Centre  at  Bramhall*  In  addition,  immunisation  is  carried  out 
free  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners  at  their  surgeries*  An  annual 
visit  is  made  to  all  primary  schools  in  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  reinforcing  doses*  An  annual  visit  is 
made  to  all  secondary  schools  to  give  B*CoG*  vaccination  and  vaccination 
against  German  Measles  to  girls* 
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Chiropody  Servicer 


Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is  given  to  persons  aged  65 
years  and  over,  persons  registered  as  physically  handicapped  and  expectant 
mothers,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family  doctor*  Treatment  is  given  by 
the  chiropodist  chosen  by  the  patient* 

Welfare  Foods? 

Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  253  London  Road, 
Hazel  Grove,  from  Monday  to  Friday,  and  at  all  Child  Welfare  Centres* 

Family  Planning  Service: 

Family  planning  clinics  are  provided  at  Bramhall  Health  Centre  and  Hazel  Grove 
Clinic  Centre*  Attendances  continue  to  increase,  and  in  1972  there  were  229 
new  patients,  and  attendances  at  the  Clinic  totalled  1919.  In  addition,  a 
domiciliary  service  provided  by  the  Cheshire  County  Health  Department  is 
available  in  certain  cases. 


Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Boardt 

Hospitals; 

There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  Di/strict.  Patients  from  this  area  are

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public  water  mains 
of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Boardo 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action,  is 
stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant  and 
subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity0 

During  the  year,  the  supply  was  supplemented  for  one  or  two  brief  periods  from 
the  Woodford  Borehole.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  were 
satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly  of 
the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  were  satisfactory.  Chemical 
analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going  into 
supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results. 
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Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  of  a typical  sample  taken

3o  Milk  Supply 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960 

Dealers’  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  remain  in 
force  for  five  years.  District  Councils  are  required  to  maintain  a register 
of  dealers  and  dairies. 

There  are  11  dairy  herds  in  the  District  from  which  approximately  564  gallons 
of  milk  are  retailed  daily. 

Milk  as  sold  to  the  public  is  sampled  regularly  by  a County  Sampling  Officer 
and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  testing  for  keeping  quality  and  in  the 
case  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  the  efficiency  of  the  heat  treatment. 
In  addition  raw  milk  sold  without  heat  treatment  to  the  public  is  tested  for 
the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  and  Tuberculosis.  Tuberculous  infection  is 
now  extremely  rare  and  none  has  been  found  during  the  year.  4 supplies  were 
found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  and  notices  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the 
milk  without  previous  heat  treatment  were  served  in  these  cases.  The 
infected  animals  were  identified  and  removed  from  the  herds,  before  the 
notices  were  withdrawn.
